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bsidizing Immigrants 


Ottawa reports that consideration is 
by the federal government to 

the possibility of subsidizing immigrants 
to thie country from the United Kingdom. 
One proposal, it is said, is a form of 
loan to immigrants equal to the amount 
they can withdraw from the U.K. in a 
four-year period. At present each settler 
can only take out of Britain some $770 a 


This financial restriction is one of the 
reasons why the migrant flow from Britain 
to Canada has fallen off so seriously. Only 
46,000 persons came from the United 
Kingdom to this country in 1948. The in- 
flux dropped to about 25,000 in 1949. 

This dwindling, immigration stream 
from the Old Country is a matter of deep 


concern to those who believe that a reason- 
able proportion of British blood should bal- 
ance the flow of other nationalities into 
this country, 

The maintenance of that balance is 
intimately related to the preservation of 
British institutions and British traditions 
in this country. 

Most Canadians are proud of those in- 
stitutions and those traditions and regard 
with some perturbation the threat to their 
existence here inherent in a possible pre- 
ponderance of other nationalities. 

The problem of encouraging British 
immigration to Canada by any reasonable 
means is more important than the casual 
study given to it in Ottawa would appear 
to indicate.
